MUST NOT SHIP THEM. 


Many Inquirlc* Being Made In Regard 
to tlie Killing of <juail. 
I ndianapolis, Oct. 1.—The state offi­ 
cers, members of the legislature 
and 
other persons who are supposed to imv« 
the inform ation, are iu receipt of many 
letters from sportsmen iu this state and 
in adjoining states, asking about the 
changes made by the last general as­ 
sem bly in the law regulating the killing 
of quails. 
The replies state that any 
person may, betw een N ov. 10 and Jan. 
1, kill quails so long as he does not ship 
them out of the state.

w ind the fact th at there is 110 product 
of tlie farm concerning which there is 
greater ignorance on the part of con­ 
sumers than m aple sugar and sirup. 
It 
seems to be almost the universal opinion 
th a t maple sirup to be genuine m ust be 
dark in color end of a thick, heavy 
body. I have car; fully studied tliis m at­ 
ter, and I am convinced that dealers in 
large towns and cities are largely re­ 
sponsible! for this. Maple sirup is one of 
th e easiest things to “ doctor." 
For in ­ 
stance, a gallon of strictly pure, light 
colored maple sirup is received, and for­ 
eign substances, as cane sugar or glu­ 
cose, are added and three gallons made, 
and all are branded “ pure maple sirup. ” 
Some years ago I stepped into a gro­ 
cery store in the city of Denver and in ­ 
quired if they had any genuine maple 
sirup. 
“ Oh, yes” —and I was shown 
cans branded “ pure Vermont maple 
sim p. “ I asked the groeir if he would 
kindly let mo taste a sample. 
He did 
so, and as I looked up I suspect he be 
gan to “ smell m ice” and asked if I was 
a m anufacturer of the article. 
I said, 
“ Yes, and I ship it every spring to 
your c ity .” 
Seeing he 
was 
fairly 
caught, he said: “ The fact is I cannot 
fool you, I see. 
This sirup of ours was 
probably made in Chicago.” 
Last spring I sent a gallon by re 
quest to a pastor of a church in Brook­ 
lyn who in his boyhood days used to 
live ou a farm in Chenango county uud 
knew w hat real maple sirnp was. 
We 
sent him a gallon of early make, of a 
light amber shade, and at once received 
word that the sirup w as entirely ahead 
of any he had ever seen, and that it 
was an utter im possibility to procure 
such in the city. 
Why is it impossible? I know fine 
sirup is made and shipped. 
The fact 
is, as I said before, the consumer is not 
allowed to taste that flue, light colored, 
genuim ly pure article, for once lie gets 
a taste of it the trade for the bogus a r­ 
ticle is gone. 
A few days ago a friend 
told me he sent a pound of tine sugar, 
made by one of our farmers, to his 
m other 111 Baltimore. The cuke weighed 
18 onnces, and as it w ent by m ail it 
cost him 18 cents postage. 
The letter 
carrier who delivered it said it must bo 
som ething valuable to pay so much 
postage. 
The lady said she could guess 
w hat it was. 
I t was a cake of m aple 
sugar her boy had sent her from New 
York. 
As the carrier lived close by the lady 
told him to come in during the evening 
and she would show him something 
good. 
He did so, but the moment he 
saw it lie said: "Y ou can’t fool me. 
T hat isn’t maple sugar. 
Maple sugar is 
always black. ” 
She chopped off a coi 
uer and told him 10 sam ple it. 
He de 
Glared he had never seen maple sugar 
before and w anted the lady to w rite 
and order him 100 pounda 
The sugar 
was shipped, cash receivod, and one 
m an learned th a t m aple sugar, in order 
to be genuine, need not tie black as a 
stovepipe. —Country Gentlem an.

I have ear fully studii d this m at­ 
ter, and I am convinced that dealers in 
largo towns aud cities aru largely re­ 
sponsible for this, AJaple sirup is one of 
the easiest things to “ doctor." 
For in ­ 
stance, a gallon cf strict ly pure, light 
colored maple sirup is received, aud for­ 
eign substances, as cane sugar or glu­ 
cose, are added and three gallons made, 
aud all are branded "pure maple sirup.“ 
Some years ago I stepped into a gro­ 
cery store in the city of lh uver aud in­ 
quired if they bad any genuine maple 
sirup. 
"O h, yes” —-and I was shown 
cans branded “ pure Vermont maple 
■imp. ” I ask. d the grew. r if he would 
kindly let nae taste a sample. 
He did 
so, and as I looked up I suspect he be 
gan to “ smell m ice"aud asked if I was 
a m anufacturer of the article. 
I said, 
“ Yes, and I ship it every spring to 
your c ity ." 
Seeing he 
was 
fairly 
caught, be said; “ The fact is I cannot 
fool you, I see 
This sim p of ours was 
probably made in C hicago." 
Last spring I scut a gallon by re 
quest to a pastor of a church in Brook 
lyn who in his boyhood days used to 
live on a farm in Chenango county urn! 
knew w hat real maple sirup was. 
We 
sent him a gallon of early make, of a 
light amber shade, and at once received 
word th at tho sirup was entirely uhead 
of any he had ever seen, aud th at it 
was an utter im possibility to procure 
such in the city.

man learned th at maple sugar, in order 
to he genuine, rn cd not be black as a 
stovepipe.
